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1. The 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, rejection has been overcome by the 
deletion of the term "type" and denotation of values for x in R 9 X in the m-phenyl 
diglycidyl ether structure. 

2. The obviousness-type double patenting rejection has been rescinded in view of 
the terminal disclaimer filed June 6, 2006. 

3. English translations for Japanese Patent Nos. 2002-121259 and 5-140267 have 
been supplied with the non-Final rejection mailed September 22, 2005. An English 
translation for Japanese Patent No. 60-72318 will be obtained upon the filing of an 
appeal brief. 

4. There is no certification for the translation of page 4, paragraph 17 of the 
translation for Japanese '259 presented on page 7 of the amendment filed 
June 6, 2006. Japanese '259 discloses as much as double the equivalent of 
diaminodiphenyl sulfone. Even the uncertified translation recognizes an amount of 
diaminodiphenyl sulfone "off the equivalent as long as cured resin properties are not 
compromised." It is well within the purview of Japanese '259 to use an excess of 
diaminodiphenyl sulfone curing agent relative to the epoxy resin, thereby embracing the 
molar ratio of epoxy resin (A) to aromatic amine curing agent (B) of from 0.7:1 to 0.9:1 
in order to optimize the degree of curing. 

5. The alleged criticality of the claimed molar ratio range set forth on page 9, 
lines 16-22 of the specification is not corroborated by evidence distinguishing the 
claimed range over the closest prior art ratio of 1 :1 . 
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6. Based on the equivalent compositions of the prior art and claims, the composition 
of the prior art inherently exhibits the claimed toughness K 1c of at least 3.5.
